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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for allowance are the combination of the method steps of installing a steel- 
frame pillar on a shaft portion of a core, applying concrete for a slab and concrete for a 
wall of a core and a stud extended from the anchor plate to a concrete wall and buried 
in concrete.
